He said that the U-boats are 
being destroyed faster than they can 
be built by Germany, while the Allies 
are building ships faster than the sub- 
marines are sinking them. 

In the battle zones in France there 
have-been numerous local engage- 
ments particularly in the Somme sec- 
tors. The Germans under cover of an 
artillery barrage, made a raid on the 
British at Bucquoy, on the line south- 
west of Arras, and captured prisoners. 

In the Kemmel region and on both 
sides of the Lys river in the Flanders 
sector, there has been heavy artillery 
fire, while on the Scarpe river, in 
the region of Arras and south of the 
Somme, between Moreull and Mont- 
didier, the big guns have been active, 
according to official statements. 


MUCH AERIAL ACTIVITY. 


The remarkable activity along the 
western battlefront continues, both 
sides participating in air fighting and 
bombing operations. The Germans 
haye pot repeated their attempts to 
bombard Paris from the air. 

The German troops facing the Amer- 
icans along the lines of the Toul sec- 
tor have been changed. For some 
time the Teutons there were units 
which had been withdrawn from Rus- 
.8ia, These have now been replaced 
by Bavarian reserve regiments.

London, May 28.—Germany's great 
offensive on the western front has 
been resumed. With only brief artil- 
lery preparations two blows have been 
struck by the Teutonic armies, which 
have been re-organized since disas- 
trous losses were inflicted on them by 
the French and British during the 
Picardy and Flanders battle in March 
and April. The attack was on the line 
from Voormezeele to Locre, southwest 
of Ypres, the others on a thirty-five 
mile front from Pinon north ofSoissons 
to Rheims. This is known as the 
Aisne sector. In Flanders the Ger- 
mans have gained nothing, but fur- 
ther south the Berlin official state- 
ment claims that the German Crown 
Prince’s troops have captured the 
ridge of Chemin des Dames and are 
now fighting on the Aisne river. 

On the Aisne front the present bat- 
tle recalls the fearful fighting of last 
summer along the Chemin des Dames. 
The attack here is nearly in the na- 
ture of a line straightening. 

Evidence that the Allied supreme 
command was forewarned of the new 
German attack may be found in the 
fact that British troops are fighting 
in the Aisne sector and to the north 
for some distance.

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HUNS RENEW OFFENSIVE 


REPORTED TO HAVE PROGRESED 
IN SPOTS—TOO EARLY TO 
KNOW ACTUAL RESULTS. 


With the British Armies in France, 
May 27.—The German blow in Fland- 
ers which got under way early today 
is reported to have progressed in spots 
but it is too early to know the actual 
results. 

The attack was a_ powerful local 
blow by General von Arnim’s army 
against Scherpenberg ( a mile north- 
east of Locre) where the French 
wrested considerable ground from the 
Germans a week ago. 

The Allied troops are fighting vali- 
antly. 

The battle for Scherpenberg began 
with a heavy bombardment of the 
Ypres-Comines canal, half a mile east 
of Voormezeele, to the French frontier 
(a mile west of Locre). 

The artillery opened up at dawn 
and in the midst of ‘haze covering 
the Flemish lowlands the German in- 
fantry swept forward in successive 
waves. 


«NOT ON PREVIOUS SCALE 


London, May 27.—Germany’s offen- 
sive on the new front in France is not 
on the extensive scale of previous 
Teuton attacks, the Evening Standard 
says it understands. At one point 
in the neighborltood of Rheims, the 
newspaper says, the Germans pressed 
back the British troops for a short 
distance. ‘ 

By their attack of today the Ger- 
mans have extended the active battle 
front as far east as Rheims, takng in a 
new sector which has been quiet since 
last fall. The thrust between Locre 
and Voormezeele is along the northern 
leg of the Flanders salient on.a sec- 
tor covering about eight miles, where 
the Germans met with one of the 
bloodiest defeats of the war, when 
their drive for the channel ports was 
halted last month. 

The attack between Soissons and 
Rheims has the feature of a new Ger- 
man operation. This battle is being 
fought along the sector which usually 
is referred to as the Aisne front. 


MAKE SMALL PROGRESS. 


With the British Army in France, 
May 27.—The latest reports show that 
the Germans have made some small 
gains in places. . :

MESOPOTAMIA IS BEING 


FOE IS DENIED MOST FERTILE 
DISTRICTS—MANY MEN 
TAKEN PRISONERS 


London, May 27.—Large areas of 
Mesopotamia have been cleared of the 
enemy, denying him the most fertile 
districts, at a time wherf the crops are 
just ripening; three thousand prison- 
ers have been captured, together with 
many cannon, machine guns, and an 
€normous amount of booty by the Brit- 
ish forces operating in the valleys of 
the Tigris and Euphrates since March 
25, according to the official correspon- 
dent with the field forces in that thea- 
tre of the war. The British cavalry 
after a weary and difficult march, 
gained the Aleppo road where it cross- 
es the Wadi Hamrin, and cut off the 
enemy's retreat by road and river. 
The foe’s attempts to break through 
this barrier at midnight were repuls- 
ed and they lost over 1,000 prisoners. 

The next morning the pursuit was 
vigorously continued, and went on dur- 
ing March 27 and 28. The prisoners 
taken included a commander and staff 
of the 50th Turkish division and 5,000 
men. Fourteen guns and about fifty 
machine guns were also taken, in ad- 
dition to vast quantities of rifle am- 
munition. The large quantity of am- 
munitions taken by the Britsh forces 
indicated that operations had been 
made for the Turco-German army that 
‘was to have descended from Aleppo 
and capture Bagdad last autumn. This 
movement, however, was frustrated 
by the British forces concentrating on 
the Gaza front in southern Palestine. 

At the beginning of May, the scat- 
tered distribution of Turkish forces 
in the Kilfri and Kirkuk areas afford- 
ed an opportunity for the infliction of 
another defeat upon the enemy. These 
operations were successful, both Kilfri 
and Kirkuk were taken, with about 
3,000 prisoners, sixteen cannon and

TAKEN PRISONER 


Story of Lance-Corpl. G. W. 
Frost, of Red Deer 


Mrs. G. W. Frost’ has received from 
her husband, Lance-Corporal Frost, 
now in Switzerland as an exchanged 
prisoner of war, and passed to come 
home to Red Deer before long, an ac- 
count of how he was captured. Mr. 
Frost was captured in the first memor- 
able German gas attack when the Can- 
adians so gallantly held the line at St. 
Julien on April 23, after the Algerian 
troops had broken under the clouds of 
poisonous gas. Mr. Frost says: i 

“On April 22, 1915, I was with several 
companions swimming in the Yser canal 


near our billet. An urgent order was 
given to vacate our billet for a new one 
north-east of town, somewhat nearer 
the firing line. The company was 
marched off as rapidly as possible, and 
by order of my Company Sergt.-Major, 
I. was left behind to look. after some 
spare kits belonging to men who were 
not aware of the urgent order to change 
billets. As fast asthe menarrived and 
claimed their possessions, I directed 
them the shortest possible route to the 
new billets. When the last man had 
left, I straightened up the billets and 
proceeded to rejoin my company. 

“On the way through the town I was 
somewhat delayed in attending to 
some civilians, men, women and child- 
ren, some of them wounded, the whole 
of them ina terrible state of fright and 
excitement. The town and district at 
this time was being heavily shelled by 
the enemy. 


“As soon as possible, I made my way 
towards our new billets, arriving there 
some time after 4 p.m. To my great 
surprise I found the place empty. Shells 
were dropping in the vicinity, also stray 
bullets, and towards the firing line 
there seemed to be very heavy rifle fire. 
I felt sure that my company had for 
some good reason vacated their new 
billets, and being left entirely on my 
own, I took the only course which to 
me seemed the right thing to do, and 
after divesting myself of my overcoat 
and heavy jacket, I started off for the 
firing line. I was very fortunate in not 
being hit crossing a wide fleld towards 
the road, which led through the wood 
where the 4.7 guns of the 2nd London 
Heavy Brigade were in position. After 
crawling through the hedge on to this 
road, I looked carefully towards. the 
firing line and saw several men hurry- 
ing towards me evidently on their way 
to Ypres. Having no glasses, I con- 
cealed myself in a small stone house 
about four feet square (built for a 
crucifix), at the junction of the two 
roads, and with rifle at the ready, 
awaited the men approaching. As they 
drew near I saw that they were French 
colonial colored troopers, five in num- 
ber. I tried to gain some information 
from them,, but the best I could get 
was ‘Alleman cum, Alleman cum.” 
They also tried to make me.understand 
that they had been “suffocating,” but, 
of course, not being famillar with gas 
attacks, I could not comprehend clear- 
ly their meaning, but I realized that 
something serious was going on in 
front, or why should these fellows be 
running away, and above all, why had 
they no arms. Still believing that my 
ccmpany was up in the firing line 
somewhere, I decided to send a written 
message back’to Ypres by one of these 
Algerians instructing himto give it to 
the first British officer or soldier he 
saw. Whilst writing a message on a 
leaf of my pocket book, one.of the 
poor fellows was killed. The other 
four were about to bolt, but I raised my 
rifle and kept them there until I had 
finished my writing. Then giving the 
note to one of them, I instructed him 
what to do with it, and as they were 
not armed, and no earthly use to any- 
one I let them go. The last I saw of 
them they were crawling under cover 
of the hedge back to Ypres, and per- 
haps freedom. Whether my message 
ever reached some responsible person I 
cannot say, but I hope it did. 


On the roadway to the right of the 
crucifix shelter stood an abandon- 
ed ammunition wagon. I wrote 
another message, detailing my where- 
abouts and intentions, and lifting the 
cover of the box I placed the message 
therein, and after a careful look round 
I decided to advance towards the wood 
along the road leading to the firing line. 
I went very carefully keeping close to 
the hedge on my left and taking ad- 
vantage of the ditch as cover. I was 
within probably 300 yards of the woods, 
when my attention was drawn to a

party of armed men walking across the 
fleld towards the 459 billet on my right. 
There were perhaps a dozen, and by 
their dress I made sure they were a 
small party of the enemy. T watched 
them from my place of concealment in 
the ditch, fearing to fire on them in 
case I should be mistaken. However, 
they entered the billet and captured all 
who were there with the exception of 
one man whom I saw ride off like mad 
towards Ypres, The enemy -then re- 
tired towards the wood with their 
prisoners. I kept concealed watching 
the wood and the roadway. I was just 
upon the point of retiring to my cruci- 
fix shelter when I espied some of the 
enemy digging near the junction of 
the wood and road. I commenced a 
little sniping on my own, and, the range 
not being-long, I registered some hits; 
one in particular who was carrying 
what I took to be machine gun parts. 
I kept occasionally looking towards 
Ypres, expecting to see khaki, alter- 
nately firing on'the enemy and keeping 
his head down, until darkness came 
upon us. I-then cautiously made my 
way to the crucifix with the intention 
of getting back to Ypres if possible with 
my news. Crawling slowly along the 
ditch, keeping ears and eyes open for 
danger, I was astonished on nearing 
my crucifix to hear strange tongues. 
“Good God,” I heard myself exclaim, 
“they are Germans.” What had be- 
come of my company, where was my 
battalion. I was surrounded. I quietly 
filled my magazine. I was on my own, 
but no two men were going to have me 
alive. I lay very quiet for a few mo- 
ments, which seemed more like years, 
then as things seemed quiet, I com- 
menced to crawl slowly, when my rifle 
butted against an empty beef tin. The 
noise sounded like the explosion of a 
Jack Johnson. A few more moments 
of anxious waiting, but no one came 
towards me, Then I commenced to 
crawl again, reached my crucifix safe- 
ly, and hearing no further sound I made 
my way along the hedge towards Ypres. 
When near town I met a French officer 
on foot with his orderly. I gave him 
the enemy’s position and asked him to 
direct me to the nearest British troops. 
He told me the direction in which I 
would be able to find them, but it was 
late in the evening when I eventually 
found the 10th and 16th battalions, 
preparing to charge. I found my Ser- 
geant, Norman Glover, and reported. 
All was excitement, and I firmly be- 
lieved thenthatmy message had been 
safely delivered and that I was to be 
permitted to see the fruits of my ob- 
servations, We charged. In my an- 
xlety to do something I went with 
others too far, and found later on that 
[ was again surrounded for the second 
time, and early on Friday. morning I 
was made prisoner whilst nursing an 
injured ankle. 


“What became of me after my cap- 
ture need not be related. During the 
two years and ten months of my cap- 
tivity I never forgot my nationality, my 
King’ and the glorious country of my 
adoption—Canada. 

I was at the mercy of an unscruplous 
foe. But although I had no arms, 1 
fought, and I am proud to say that all 
my comrades in captivity, British and 
colonial, have never, as far as I have 
seen, felt at home in the land of our 
common foe. 

“What I personally endured during 
my captivity does not matter. I only 
wish my commanding officer to say 
that he forgives me for being captured 
and not doing more for my King, my 
cauntry, and the world.

RED CROSS WORK — 


Returned May 21st, 1918:

CITY OF RED DEER 


BY-LAW No. 462. 


A By-law of the City of Red Deer 
authorizing the issue and sale -of 
Treasury Billsfor the sum of $24,000.00 
to be designated as “Series C.” 
WHERBPAS by Secton 8 of Chapter 31, 
of the Statutes of Alberta, passed in 
the year /1916, it is provided that the 
Councii may issue and sell Treasury 
Bills, in such form, and payable ‘at 
such place, and for such period not 
exceeding five yearg from the issue 
of same, as the Council may by By- 
law provide, and the Treasury Bills 
so issued shall be a first charge on 
all arrears of taxes, including school 
taxes, due to the City of Red Deer, 
provided that the Treasury Bills shall 
not at the time of issue exceed eighty 
per cent of the unpaid taxes due to 
the City of Red Deer, and further pro- 
vided that the rate of interest on said 
Treasury Bills shall not exceed eight 
per centum per annum; 


AND WHEREAS by subsection (2) of 
Section 8 of said Act it is provided 
that all arrears of taxes collected by 
the City of Red Deer shall be depos- 
ited in a Savings Bank -account in 
some chartered bank or banks, to be 
known as the “Treasury Bill Trust 
Account,” and the money so depos- 
ited in the Savings Bank account 
shall be used for the sole purpose of 
redeeming the Treasury Bills as they 
become due; 


AND WHEREAS by subsection (3) 
of said section 8, it is provided that 
when sufficient arrears of taxes have 
been collected and deposited as afore- 
said to meet all outstanding Treasury 
Bills, in such case any further arrears 
of taxes collected may be used by the 
municipality for any other lawful 
purpose. 

AND WHEREAS the amount of taxes 
in arrears for the year 1917 is 
$41,519.57 

AND WHEREAS the Council of the 
City of Red Deer deem it expedient 
to borrow the sum of $24,000.00 by the 
issue and sale of Treasury Bills for 
that sum, bearing interest at the rate 
of six percentum per annum, payable 
half-yearly, which is the amount of 
the debt which this By-law is intend- 
ed to create; 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient to 
make the principal of the said Treas- 
ury Bills payable by three equal an- 
nual instalments during the three 
years next after the date on which 
the By-law takes effect; 


AND WHERBAS it is expedient to 
make such Treasury Bills a_ first 
charge on all arrears of taxes, in- 
cluding school taxes for the year 
1917; © 

AND WHEREAS the moneys so bor- 
rowed shall be used for the purposes 
for which such taxes were imposed 
or in payment of any indebtedness 
incurred for the said purposes; 

AND WHEREAS the amount of the 
whole rateable property in the City 
according to the last revised assess- 
ment roll (being the roll for the year 
1918) is $2,620,670.00; 

AND WHERBAS the total amount of 
the existing debt of the City outside 
of the debt due for current expenses 
of the year 1918 is $259,923.56; 

AND WHEREAS this By-law shall 
take effect on the first day of July, 
1918; 

NOW THEREFORE the Municipal 
Council of the City of Red Deer, duly 
assembled, enacts as follows: 

1. For the purpose aforesaid the 
sum of $24,000.00 shall be borrowed on 
the credit of the City of Red Deer and 
for that purpose the Mayor and Sec- 
retary Treasurer of the City of Red 
Deer are hereby authorized and di- 
rected to make, sign, and attach the 
Corporate Seal of the City of Red 
Deer to 24 Treasury Bills for the sum 
of $1,000.00 each, of the City of Red 
Deer, to be designated “Series C” and 
numbered from number one to number 
twenty-four, aggregating the said sum 
of $24,000.00 and bearing interest at 
the rate of six percentum per annum, 
payable half-yearly and having coup- 
ons attached thereto for the payment 
of interest. Each of the said debent- 
ures and the coupons attached there- 
to shall be payable in gold coin of law- 
ful money of Canada at the principal 
office of the Bank of Montreal in each 
of the cities of Red Deer, Toronto, and 
Montreal, Canada, or in gold coin of 
the United States of America, of the 
present standard weight and fineness 
at the office of the Bank of Montreal 
in the City of New York, in the state 
of New York, in the United States of 
America, at the holder’s option. 

2 The said Treasury Bills shall 
bear the date the first day of July, 
1918, and shall mature in three equal 
annual instalments of principal on the 
first day of July in the three years 
next after the issue of the same, and 
the interest shall be payable on the 
first day of January and July in each 
year during the currency thereof. The 

“pons attached to each of the said 
Treatury Bills shall be signed by the 
Mayor and Secretary-Treasurer. The 
signatures on such coupons may be 
lithographed or engraved. 

3. The Treasury Bills hereby auth- 
orized to be issued may be in the form 
set forth in Schedule “C" hereto 
attached or to the like effect: 

4. The Council may issue and sell 
the said Treasury Bills. 

5. The said Treasury Bills shall 
be a first charge on all arrears of 
taxes, including school taxes, for the 
year 1917, in arrears at the time of 


the passing of this By-law and all such 


arrears shall when and ‘as collected 
be deposited in a Savings Bank ac- 
count to be known as The’ Treasury 
Bills Trust Account, to be kept in 
some chartered bank or. banks, to be 
approved of by a resolution of the 
Council and shall be used for the sole 
purpose of redeeming the Treasury 
Bills:hereby authorized to be issued 
and sold. 

‘This By-law shall take effect on the 
first day of July, 1918. 

This By-law shall before the final 
passing thereof receive the assent of 
two-thirds of the duly qualified rate- 
payers voting thereon. .’ 

6. That the votes of the electors 
qualified to vote on this By-law shall 
be taken‘on this By-law on Monday, 
the third day of June, 1918, between 
the hours of Nine o'clock in the fore- 
noon and five o’clock in the afternoon 
at the City,.Office, Ross Street, Red 
Deer Alberta. ° 

7. That A. T. Stephenson be and 
hereby is appointed Returning Officer 
to take the votes at the time and 
place aforesaid. 

The Returning Officer shall attend 
at the office of the Secretary-Treas- 
urer in the City Hall at the hour of 
two o’clock in the afternoon of the 
4th day of June, 1918, and shall sum 
up the number of voteg given for or 
against the By-law.

CLAIMED IN BOHEMIA

“POPULAR EXCESSES” RESULT IN 
THE ARRESTS OF MANY 
PERSONS, 


London May 22.—Martial law has 
been proclaimed in Bohemfa, and in 


consequence of “popular excesses” 
many persons have been imprisoned, 
says a dispatch to the Daily Mail from 
Berne, quoting the Stovenski Parod. 

Outbreaks have occurred in Pilsen, 
Nachod ‘and other towns, The vast 
estates of Prince Furstenburg, a close 
friend of the German emperor, have 
been plundered and the buildings :on 
them burned. 

Dr. Von Seydler, the Austrian prom- 
ier, it {s added, has summoned the 
Czech deputy Stanek to discuss the sit- 
uation. Deputy Stanek has declined, 
and has warned the premier arainst 
a policy of violence in Bohemia, fear- 
ing evidently that the indiscriminate 
hangings .and shootings in Galicia at 


the beginning of the war are to be 
repeated in Bohemia. ‘ 


THROWS LIGHT ON IT. 


An official Austrian note cabled 
from Berne throws light on the mo- 
tives which impelled the Austrian 
government to declare martial law in 
Bohemia. 

The note says: 

“Certain events which were a dan- 
ger to the safety of the state and pre- 
sented even a character of high treas- 
on took place during the first day of 
the 50th anniversary celebration of 
the founding of the national Bohemian 
theatre and led the authorities to take 
repressive measures.” 

Swiss commentators explain that 
this alludes to a proclamation of the 
police posted at Prague,. which de- 
clared that mob gatherings and pro- 
cessions would be dispersed by force 
if necessary.” 


HOLDS OUT HOPE. 


London, May 22.—The Breslau news- 
paper Volkswacht, as quoted in. a 
Copenhagen dispatch to the Daily 
Mail, says Dr. Von Seydler. made a 
visit to Prague and northern Bohe- 
mia and in addressing striking miners 
asserted that the effort for general 
peace which he said Emperor Charles 
was carrying forward incessantly was 
not so hopeless as many persons 
thought. :

Almond, director general chaplain’s 
service overseas, and mutually agreed 
on a working basis in a religious work 
for enlisted men. Certain misunder- 
standings which appeared to exist 
were happily cleared away. The 


.| representatives of the National Coun- 


cil of the Y.M.C.A. were G. H. Wood, 
chairman of the National Council, 
John W. Ross, chairman of ‘the Red 
Triangle fund campaign; C. M. Birks, 
Montreal; L.F.Moneypenny, chairman 
National Y.M.C.A. military committee, 
and Dr. John Brown, jr., associate 
general secretary. Those representing 
the chaplain service were Gen. Carlton 
Jones, Col. J. H. Almond, Lieut.-Col. 
G. H. Williams, principal chaplain 
M.D. No. 2., and Rev. A. H. Moore. 

A policy and basis of co-operation 
was agreed upon in which the. Nation- 
al Council of the Y.M.C.A. reaffirms 
its policy of placing its huts and equip- 
ment at the services of chaplains with- 
out regard to creed or denomination. 
The National Council craves the sym- 
pathetic co-operation and assistance 
of chaplains. The National Council re- 
cognive: that the background of the 
associlation’s power and resource is in 
the church. The agreement goes on: 

The National Council at the same 
time retains that full liberty which it 
has enjoyed among Canadian furces 
for the past forty-five years in con- 
ducting voluntary services and other 
religious activities. It also retains its 
right to invite outstanding clersyinen 
to lead in this voluntary religious 
work 

While affirming its desire to crow 
such leaders from the various denom- 
inations, the National Council must be 
governed primarily by the qualifica- 
tion of the minister for the special 
work. ; 

In appointing special religious work- 
ers for overseas, the National Council 
will submit the names of representa- 
tives to the director general of chap- 
lains services and in arranging itin- 
erary and program of work same will 
be submitted to the director general's 
service for approval.

1572 EXECUTED BY HUNS AND

London, May 23.—Under the White 
Guard and Hun regime in Finland, 
1572 persons were executed up to Mey 
1, according to a Finnish socialist who 
has escaped to Sweden and whose in- 
terview with the Folkets Dagblad is 
transmitted from Copenhagen by the 
Exchange Telegraph company. Ac- 
cording to the exile, 516 were execu- 
ted at Tammersfors, 148 in Tornea, 
380 in Varkom and 380 in Vasa.

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IRELAND NOT PRO-GERMAN. 


Irishmen Believe Right’and Justice 
Are on Side of the Allies. 


Dublin, May 22.—Evening Telegraph 
the Irish Nationalist paper, says that 
if the Sinn Fein leaders.are guilty of 
the crime of allowing Ireland to be 
made a pawn of the Russian Junkers, 
they will be repudiated and denounc- 
ed by Nationalist Ireland. If they en- 
tered into negotiations with the pow- 
er which trampled Belgium in the 
mire, enclaved Poland, brought 
ruin to Russia and now threatens to 
impose a military despotism on all the 
small nations of Europe, the resent- 
ment of the Irish people will make it- 
self felt in a most emphatic way. 

“Ireland is not and never will be 
pro-German. Irishmen believe that 
right and justice are on the side of 
the Allies.” 

The Irish party's policy of tempor- 
ary abstention from attendance in 
parliament is expected to come to an 
end as soon as the house of commons 
resumes its sitting. Many of the ex- 
perienced representatives of the party 
in the house were opposed even to the 
temporary adoption of this Sinn Fein 
method. They assented to it with re- 
luctance and their influence will pro- 
bably be now effective in securing the 
return of a strong Irish delegation to 
participate in the debates, not only on |, 
the arrests in Ireland, but also on the 
financial measures of the budget which 
affect the Irish brewing and distilling 
trade, and which also for the first time 
make a_ substantial number of the 
Irish farmers Hable to the income tax.

York, May, 22.—Germany’s.re- 
ported importation and storage of a 
large number of Mauser rifles and 
quantities of ammunition was declaréd 
a myth by Deputy State Attorney- 
General Becker, at the conclusion of 
his inquiry into the rumors of the ex- 
istence of these munitions. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that the stories 
which they have investigated and at- 
tempted to run to earth fdr over two 
years were an outgrowth of the Ger- 
man plot to foment revolt against Brit- | 
ish rule in India. . 

This developed during the testimony 
of Henry Muck former confidential 
agent of Captain Hans Tauscher, the 
erstwhile American representative of 
German manufactories. He said that 
in 1914 a shipment of 7,500 old- model 
Springfield rifles, which he now be- 
lieves were intended for yveshipment 
to India, were stored in this city by the 
German government.

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GERMANS LOSE AIRCRAFT. 


Intense Bombardments are Proceed- 
Ing At All Times. 


On the French Front in France, May 
23.—Records have just reached the 
correspondent of the air activity along 
the French front between May 15 and 
18, since the weather again became 
favorable to flying, which reveal the 
intensity of aerial work. In this peri- 
od, 105 aerial combats were fought, 
German machines to the number of 35 
were destroyed, 60 others were forced 
to land badly damaged within their 
own lines, and eight captive balloons 
were burned. 

In the same_ period bombarding 
squadrons threw 160 tons of bombs on 
the enemy’s depots and other estab- 
lishments. Of this quantity the night 
bombarding squadrillas dropped 1385 
tons. 

During. the night of May 15, no less 
than 120 airplanes were in the air at 
the same moment bombarding a large 
number of towns and villages in Ger- 
man-held territory, causing fires and 
explosions everywhere. 

American and Italian squadrons par- 
ticipated in these operations. 

On May 16, the broad daylight work 
continued, the bombing machines be- 
ing protected by 75 chasers, which 
swept all the enemy aircraft out of 
the sky for a large area. 
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JUNE 22 IS MADE REGISTRATION 
DAY. 


Ottawa, May 23——The registration 
of man and woman-power will be tak- 
en throughout the Dominion on Sat- 
urday, June 22. This was definitely 
announced at the office of the Canada 
registration board on Thursday. The 
day was finally chosen at a meeting 
of the board which was held Wednes- 
day afternoon. In the absence of Sen- 
ator Robertson, chairman of the board, 
who is now in Winnipeg, G. M. Mur- 
ray, one of the members, is acting as 
chairman. There was a_ possibility 
that registration might have to be 
fixed for Saturday, June 29, but ar- 
rangements are now sufficiently ad- 
vanced to render postponement of the 
proposed date unnecessary.

Mr. Ernest Willson has received a 
letter from his brother, Mr. Arthur 
Willson, who went over with the 89th, 
and is now.attached tu the Military Y. 
M.C.A. work in France, dated April 24, 
in which he says: 

“Well, we are still in the old place, 
but are all ready to get out on a mo- 
ment’s notice if that is necessary, which 
I hope wont be; but even now you like- 
ly know more about the real situation, 
as I write than I do. The news is at 
least two days late when we receive it 
through the newspapers, but we hear 
reports which, though not reliable, yet 
give us an idea of what has 
just been happening. As I write there 
seems to be considerable doubt just 
which way the battle is going to pro- 
gress. We are expecting a big attack 
on our front, and it would no doubt 
have been pulled off before had the 
Germans succeeded better at the other 
points of attack. I have seen what J 
scarcely expected to: French refugees 
throughout the roads leaving the more 
forward areas which are threatened. 
It is a pitiful sight and makes me feel 
very much like fighting. Our town 
was visited again the night before last 
by bombing airplanes. I was just out- 
side my billet at the time one of them 
passed over. I knew it was a German, 
and just after jt had passed overhead 
a little way he dropped half a dozen 
bombs in quick succession right on a 
row of houses. As it was only a couple 
of hundred yards away I could see the 
bursting bombs as they blew the houses 
almost all to pieces. One family of four 
had gone down into their cellar to sleep 
and the aerial torpedo went right 
through to the cellar and brought the 
whole house right down on top of them. 
I saw them digging them out the next 
day. The screams of the people, es- 
pecially the children, made me feel sick 
and furious. A little earlier in the 
evening we saw the German planes go- 
ing over jv3t at dusk and flying quite 
low. Our Archies were firing at them 
and I don’t know how some of them 
escaped. There is a dugout almost be- 
side our billet and we were taking re- 
fuge there as a shelter from possible 
fragments of shrapnel. I was just out- 
side the dugout watching and lsten- 
ing, when I heard a dud coming (a dud 
is a shell which has not exploded when 
fired at the plane, etc.). It sounded 
straight for me. You couldn’t have 
helped but laugh had you seen me bolt 
for the dugout and so fast that I could 
not stop, and I knocked a couple of 
fellows who were standing in the door 
almost out of their boots. We have our 
instructions what to do in case of a 
bombardment being suddenly com- 
menced, and we always carry our res- 
pirators in case of gas. One realizes a 
little bit, even where we are, what an 
awful war it is. I am very grateful 
that I have been instructed in the ways 
of righteousness and peace, for it is 
wonderfully helpful just now that to 
know no matter what comes I am in 
my Father’s hands and nothing can 
happen without His permission. 

I am guard for to-night over the Y. 
M.C.A. premises and will be up all 
night. Only for this I would have 
been one of a number who volunteered 
to go to a certain town where a large 
number of French refugees are gather- 
ed and are destitute and nothing to 
eat. Some of the Y.M.C.A. are away 
over to-night to help fix them up and 
give them coffee and such like. I 
would have gone most gladly on such a 
mission. Well, I must away to my 
duty and finish this again (Monday 
evening). Well, I put in my night on 
guard and a chilly night it was. There 
was a great deal of artillery firing go- 
ing on all night. The sky was luried 
with gun flashes. We haven’t heard 
what was going on. Today has been 
cold and windy again. The guns are 
very busy to the north of us as I write. 
It will surely be a great relief to the in- 
habitants of this globe when the last 
shot of this war is fired, but that may 
be a long time yet.”

ONE MILLION SLAV 
PRISONERS DYING 


HALF OF THE RUSSIANS HELD IN 
GERMANY ARE IN THE LAST 
STAGES OF TUBERCULOSIS. 


Moscow May 23.—One million of 
3,100,000 Russian war prisoners held 
in Germany and Austro-Hungary are 
total invalides. In Germany there are 
1,900,000 and in Austria 1,200,000. 
Half of the invalids are tubercular, 
most of them in the last stages of that 
plague. Many of the remainder are 
suffering from other serious contagi- 
ous diseases. 

Their return to Russia under pres- 
ent conditions is a great problem on 
account of the lack of food, proper ac- 
commodations and medical assistance, 
the change of invalids has been going 
on for some time. 

A mixed commission of Germans 
and Russians is now arranging for the 
exchange of able bodied prisoners. 
Petrograd and Moscow are to be the 
clearing centres with other places to 
be designated later.

TAKEN PRISONER 


Story of Lance-Corpl. G. W. 
Frost, of Red Deer 


Mrs. G. W. Frost’ has received from 
her. husband, Lance-Corporal Frost, 
now in Switzerland as an exchanged 
prisoner of war, and passed to come 
home to Red Deer before long, an ac- 
count of how he was captured. Mr. 
Frost was captured in the first memor- 
able German gas attack when the Can- 
adians so gallantly held theline at St. 
Julien on April 23, after the Algerian 
troops had broken under the clouds of 
polsonous gas. Mr. Frost says: 

“On April 22, 1915, I was with several 
companions swimming in the Yser canal 


near our billet. An urgent order was 
given to vacate our billet for a new one 
north-east of town, somewhat nearer 
the firing line. The company was 
marched off as rapidly as possible, and 
by order of my Company Sersgt.-Major, 
I, was left behind to look after some 
spare kits belonging to men who were 
not aware of the urgent order to change 
billets. As fast as the men arrived and 
claimed their possessions, I directed 
them the shortest possible route to the 
new Dillets.. When the last man had 
left, I straightened up the billets and 
proceeded to rejoin my company. 


“On the way through the town I was 
somewhat delayed in attending to 
some civilians, men, women and child- 
ren, some of them wounded, the whole 
of them in a terrible state of fright and 
excitement. The town and district at 
this time was being heavily shelled by 
the enemy. 


“As soon as possible, I made my way 
towards our new Dillets, arriving there 
some time after 4 p.m. To my great 
surprise I found the place empty. Shells 
were dropping in the vicinity, also stray 
bullets, and towards the firing line 
there seemed to be very heavy rifle fire. 
I felt sure that my company had for 
some good reason vacated their new 
billets, and being left entirely on my 
own, I took the only course which to 
me seemed the right thing to do, and 
after divesting myself of my overcoat 
and heavy jacket, I started off for the 
firing line. I was very fortunate in not 
being hit crossing a wide fleld towards 
the road, which led through the wood 
where the 4.7 guns of the 2nd London 
Heavy Brigade were in position. After 
crawling through the hedge on to this 
road, I looked carefully towards the 
firing line and saw several men hurry- 
ing towards me evidently on their way 
to Ypres. Having no glasses, I con- 
cealed myself in a small stone house 
about four feet square (built for a 
crucifix), at the junction of the two 
roads, and with rifle at the ready, 
awaited the men approaching. As they 
drew near I saw that they were French 
colonial colored troopers, five in num- 
ber. I tried to gain some information 
from them, , but the best I could get 
was “Alleman cum, Alleman cum,” 
They also tried to make me.understand 
that they had been “suffocating,” but, 
of course, not being famillar with gas 
attacks, I could not comprehend clear- 
ly their meaning, but I realized that 
something serious was going on in 
front, or why should these fellows be 
running away, and above all, why had 
they no arms. Still believing that my 
company was up in the firing line 
somewhere, I decided to send a written 
message back’to Ypres by one of these 
Algerians instructing him to give it to 
the first British officer or soldier he 
saw. Whilst writing a message on a 
leaf of my pocket book, one of the 
poor fellows was killed. The other 
four were about to bolt, but I raised my 
rifle and kept them there until I had 
finished my writing. Then giving the 
note to one of them, I instructed him 
what to do with it, and as they were 
not armed, and no earthly use to any- 
one I let them go. The last I saw of 
them they were crawling under cover 
of the hedge back to Ypres, and per- 
haps freedom. Whether my message 
ever reached some responsible person I 
cannot say, but I hope it did. 


On the roadway to the right of the 
crucifix shelter stood an abandon- 
ed ammunition wagon. I wrote 
another message, detailing my where- 
abouts and intentions, and lifting the 
cover of the box I placed the message 
therein, and after a careful look round 
I decided to advance towards the wood 
along the road leading to the firing line. 
I went very carefully keeping close to 
the hedge on my left and taking ad- 
vantage of the ditch as cover. I was 
within probably 300 yards of the woods, 
when my attention was drawn to a

party of armed men walking across the 
fleld towards the 459 billet on my right. 
There were perhaps a dozen, and by 
their dress I made sure they were a 
small party of the enemy. 1 watched 
them from my place of concealment in 
the ditch, fearing to fire on them in 
case I should be mistaken. However, 
they entered the billet and captured all 
who were there with the exception of 
one man whom I saw ride off like mad 
towards Ypres. .The enemy then re- 
tired towards. the wood with their 
prisoners. I kept concealed watching 
the wood and the roadway. I was just 
upon the point of retiring to my cruci- 
fix shelter when I espied some of the 
enemy digging near the junction of 
the wood and road. I commenced a 
little sniping on my own, and, the range 
not being-long, I registered some hits; 
one in particular. who was carrying 
what I took to be machine gun parts. 
I kept occasionally: looking towards 
Ypres, expecting to see khaki, alter- 
nately firing on'the enemy and keeping 
his head down, until darkness came 
upon us. I-then cautiously made my 
way to the crucifix with the intention 
of getting back to Ypres if possible with 
my news. Crawling slowly along the 
ditch, keeping ears and eyes open for 
danger, I was astonished on nearing 
my crucifix to hear strange tongues, 
“Good God,” I heard myself exclaim, 
“they are Germans.” What had be- 
come of my company, where was my 
battalion. I was ‘surrounded. I quietly 
filled my magazine. I was on my own, 
but no two men were going to have me 
alive. I lay very quiet for a few mo- 
ments, which seemed more like years, 
then as things seemed quiet, I com- 
menced to crawl slowly, when my rifle 
butted against an empty beef tin. The 
noise sounded like the explosion of a 
Jack Johnson. A few more moments 
of anxious waiting, but no one came 
towards me. Then I commenced to 
crawl again, reached my crucifix safe- 
ly, and hearing no further sound I made 
my way along the hedge towards Ypres. 
When near town I met a French officer 
on foot with ‘his orderly. I gave him 
the enemy’s position and asked him to 
direct me to the nearest British troops. 
He told me the direction in which I 
would be able to find them, but it was 
late in the evening when I eventually 
found the 10th and 16th battalions, 
preparing to charge. I found my Ser- 
geant, Norman Glover, and reported. 
All was excitement, and I firmly be- 
Neved then that my message had been 
safely delivered and that I was to be 
permitted to see the fruits of my ob- 
servations, We charged. In my an- 
xlety to do something I went with 
others too far, and found later on that 
[ was again surrounded for the second 
time, and early on Friday. morning I 
was made prisoner whilst nursing an 
injured ankle. 


“What became of me after my cap- 
ture need not be related. During the 
two years and ten months of my cap- 
tivity I never forgot my nationality, my 
King’ and the glorious country of my 
adoption—Canada. 

I was at the mercy of an unscruplous 
foe. But although I had no arms, 1 
fought, and I am proud to say that all 
my comrades in captivity, British and 
colonial, have never, as far as I have 
seen, felt at home in the land ‘of our 
common foe. 

“What I personally endured during 
my captivity does not matter. I only 
wish my commanding officer to say 
that he forgives me for being captured 
and not doing more for my King, my 
cauntry, and the world.:

CITY OF RED DEER 


BY-LAW I No. 462: 


A By-law of the City of Red Deer 
authorizing the issue and_ sale -of 
Treasury Billsfor the sum of $24,000.00 
to be designated as “Series C.” _ 
WHEREAS by Secton 8 of Chapter 31, 
of the Statutes of Alberta, passed in 
the year /1916, it is provided thdt the 
Council may issue and sell Treasury 
Bills, in .such form, and’ payable ‘at 
such place, and for such’ period not 
exceeding five yearg from’ the issue 
of same, as the Council may by By- 
law.-provide, and the Treasury Bills 
s0 issued shall be a first charge on 
all arrears of taxes, including school 
taxes, due to the City of Red Deer,' 
provided that the Treasury Bills shall 
not at the time of issue exceed eighty 
per cent of the unpaid taxes due to 
the City of Red Deer, and further pro- 
vided that the rate of interest on said 
Treasury Bills shall not exceed eight 
per centum per annum; 


AND WHEREAS by subsection (2) of 
Section 8 of said Act it is provided 
that all arrears of taxes collected by 
the City of Red Deer shall be depos- 
ited in a Savings Bank account in 


‘gome chartered bank or banks, to be 


known as the “Treasury Bill Trust 
Account,” and the money so depos- 
ited in the Savings Bank account 
shall be used for the sole purpose of 
redeeming the Treasury Bills as they 
become due; 


AND WHEREAS by subsection (3) 
of said section 8, it is provided that 
when sufficient arrears of taxes have 
been collected and deposited as afore- 
said to meet all outstanding Treasury 
Bills, in such case any further arrears 
of taxes collected may be used by the 
municipality for any other lawful 
purpose.

“POPULAR EXCESSES8" RESULT IN 
THE ARRESTS OF MANY 
PERSONS. — 


London May 22.—Martial law has 
been proclaimed in Bohemfa, and in 
consequence of “popular excesses” 
many persons have been imprisoned, 
says a dispatch to the Daily Mail from 
Berne, quoting the Stovenski Parod. 

Outbreaks have occurred in Pilsen, 
Nachod: and. other; towns, The vost 
estates of Prince:Furstenburg, a close 
friend of the German emperor, have 
been plundered and the buildings on 
them burned. 

Dr. Von Seydler, the Austrian prom- 
fer, it is added, has® summoned the 
Czech deputy Stanek to discuss the sit- 
uation. Deputy Stanek has ‘declined, 
and has warned the premier: arainst 
a policy of violence in Bohemia, fear- 
ing evidently that the indiscriminate 
hangings and shootings in Galicia at 


the beginning of the war are ‘to be 
repeated in Bohemia. 


THROWS LIGHT ON IT. 


An official Austrian note cabled 
from Berne throws light on the mo- 
tives which impelled the Austrian 
government to declare martial law in 
Bohemia. 

The note says: 

“Certain events which were a dan- 
ger to the safety of the state and pre- 
sented even a character of high treas- 
on took place during the first day of 
the 50th anniversary celebration of 
the founding of the national Bohemian 
theatre and led the authorities to take 
repressive measures.” 

Swiss commentators explain that 
this alludes to a proclamation of the 
police posted at Prague, which de- 
clared that mob gatherings and pro- 
cessions would be dispersed by force 
if necessary.” 


HOLDS OUT HOPE. 


London, May 22.—The Breslau news- 
paper Volkswacht, as quoted in: a 
Copenhagen dispatch to the Daily 
Mail, says Dr. Von Seydler. made a 
visit to. Prague and northern Bohe- 
mia and in addressing striking miners 
asserted that the effort for general 
peace which he said Emperor Charles

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WORKING BASIS: FOR 
RELIGIOUS WORK 
IN THE Y.M.GA, 


REPRESENTATIVES OF NATIONAL 
COUNCIL CONFER WITH 
OVERSEAS DIRECTOR. 


Ottawa, May 22.—Representatives 
of the National Council of the Y.M.C.A. 
met yesterday in conference with Col. 
Almond, director general chaplain’s 
service overseas, and mutually agreed 
on a working basis in a religious work 
for enlisted men. Certain misunder- 
standings which appeared to exist 
were happily cleared away. The 


.| representatives of the National Coun- 


cil of the Y.M.C.A. were G. H. Wood, 
chairman of the National Council, 
John W. Ross, chairman of ‘the. Red 
Triangle fund campaign; C. M. Birks, 
Montreal; L.F,Moneypenny, chairman 
National Y.M.C.A. military committee, 
and Dr. John Brown, jr., associate 
general secretary. Those representing 
the chaplain service were Gen. Carlton 
Jones, Col. J. H. Almond, Lieut.-Col. 
G. H. Williams, principal chaplain 
M.D. No. 2., and Rev. A. H. Moore. 

A policy and basis of co-operation 
was agreed upon in which the. Nation- 
al Council of the Y.M.C.A. reaffirms 
its policy of placing its huts and equip- 
ment at the services of chaplains with- 
out regard to creed or denomination. 
The National Couxicil craves the sym- 
pathetic co-operation and assistance 
of chaplains. The National Council re- 
cognive: that the background of the 
association’s power and resource is in 
the church. The agreement goes on: 

The National Council at the same 
time retains that full liberty which it 
has enjoyed among Canadian furces 
tor the past forty-five years in con- 
ducting voluntary services and other 
religious activities. It also retains its 
right to invite outstanding clerzymen 
to lead in this voluntary religious

While affirming its desire to craw 
such leaders from the various denom- 
inations, the National Council must be 
governed primarily by the qualifica- 
tion of the minister for the special 
work. : 

In appointing special religious work- 
ers for overseas, the National Council 
will submit the names of representa- 
tives to the director general of chap- 
lains services and in arranging itin- 
erary and program of work same will 
be submitted to the director general's 
service for approval.

Guard and Hun regime in Finland, 
1572 persons were executed up to May

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IRELAND NOT PRO-GERMAN. 


Irishmen Belleve Right and Justice 
Are on Side of the Allies. 


Dublin, May 22.—Evening Telegraph 
the Irish Nationalist paper, says that 
if the Sinn Fein leaders.are guilty of 
the crime of allowing*ireland to be 
made a pawn of the Russian Junkers, 
they will be repudiated and denounc- 
If they en- 
tered into negotiations with the pow- 


er which trampled Belgium in the 
mire, enclaved Poland, brought 
ruin to Russia and now threatens to 
impose a military despotism on all the 
small nations of Europe, the resent- 
ment of the Irish people will make it- 
self felt in a most emphatic way 

“Ireland is not and never will be 
pro-German. Irishmen believe that 
right and justice are on the side of 
the Allies.” 

The Irish party’s policy of tempor- 
ary abstention from attendance in 
parliament is expected to come to an 
end as soon as the house of commons 
resumes its sitting. Many of the ex- 
perienced representatives of the party 
in the house were opposed even to the 
temporary adoption of this Sinn Fein 
method. They assented to it with re- 
luctance and their influence will pro- 
bably be now effective in securing the 
return of a strong Irish delegation to 
participate in the debates, not only on 
the arrests in Ireland,-but also on the 
financial measures of the budget which 
affect the Irish brewing and distilling 
trade, and which also for the first time 


make a substantial number of the 
Irish farmers liable to the income tax. 
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LATEST GIANT GOTHAS CAN 
CARRY NINE. 


French Army Headquarters, May 23. 
—Following are the particulars of the 
new giant Gotha bombing plane which 
the Germans have employed in their 
latest night raids over France and 
England. 

It has a wing spread of 40 metres 
(131.2 feet), is driven by three mo- 
tors, each of 300 horsepower, and ac- 
commodates nine passengers, but on 
raids the crew numbers five or six in 
order to carry more bombs and petrol. 
It carries about two tons of bombs, 
including one of about a ton weight, 
containing 850 kilos of explosives. 
Qwing to the difficulty of landing at 
night with machines of such a size, 
it is probable that there will be a high 
proportion of losses through accidents.

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GERMANS LOSE AIRCRAFT. 


Intense Bombardments are Proceed- 
Ing At All Times. 


On the French Front in France, May 
23.—Records have just reached the 
correspondent of the air activity along 
the French front between May 15 and 
18, since the weather again became 
favorable to flying, which reveal the 
intensity of aerial work. In this peri- 
od, 105 aerial combats were fought, 
German machines to the number of 35 
were destroyed, 60 others were forced 
to land badly damaged within their 
own lines, and eight captive balloons 
were burned. 

In the same period bombarding 
squadrons threw 160 tons of bombs on 
the enemy’s depots and other estab- 
lishments. Of this quantity the night 
bombarding squadrillas dropped 135 
tons. 

During. the night of May 15, no less 
than 120 airplanes were in the air at 
the same moment bombarding a large 
number of towns and villages in Ger- 
man-held territory, causing fires and 
explosions everywhere. 

American and Italian squadrons par- 
ticipated in these operations. 

On May 16, the broad daylight work 
continued, the bombing machines be- 
ing protected by 75 chasers, which 
swept all the enemy aircraft out of 
the sky for a large area.

As I write there 
seems to be considerable doubt just 
which way the battle is going to pro- 
gress. We are expecting a big attack 
on our front, and it would no doubt 
have been pulled off before had the 
Germans succeeded better at the other 
points of attack. I have seen what J 
scarcely expected to: French refugees 
throughout the roads leaving the more 
forward. areas which are threatened. 
It is a pitiful sight and makes me feel 
very much like fighting. Our town 
was visited again the night before last 
by bombing airplanes. I was just out- 
side my billet at the time one of them 
passed over. I knew it was a German, 
and just after jt had passed overhead 
a little way he dropped half a dozen 
bombs in quick succession right on a 
row of houses. As it was only a couple 
of hundred yards away I could see the 
bursting bombs as they blew the houses 
almost all to pieces. One family of four 
had gone down into their cellar to sleep 
and the aerial torpedo went right 
through to the cellar and brought the 
whole house right down on top of them. 
I saw them digging them out the next 
day. The screams of the people, es- 
pecially the children, made me feel sick 
and furious. A little earlier in the 
evening we saw the German planes go- 
ing over just at dusk and flying quite 
low. Our Archies were firing at them 
and I don’t know how some of them 
escaped. There is a dugout almost be- 
side our billet and we were taking re- 
fuge there as a shelter from possible 
fragments of shrapnel. I was just out- 
side the dugout watching and listen- 
ing, when I heard a dud coming (a dud 
is a shell which has not exploded when 
fired at the plane, etc.). It sounded 
straight for me. You couldn't have 
helped but laugh had you seen me bolt 
for the dugout and so fast that I could 
not stop, and I knocked a couple of 
fellows who were standing in the door 
almost out of their boots. We have our 
instructions what to do in case of a 
bombardment being suddenly com- 
menced, and we always carry our res- 
pirators in case of gas. One realizes a 
little bit, even where we are, what an 
awful war it is. I am very grateful 
that I have been instructed in the ways 
of righteousness and peace, for it is 
wonderfully helpful just now that to 
know no matter what comes I am in 
my Father’s hands and nothing can 
happen without His permission. 

I am guard for to-night over the Y. 
M.C.A, premises and will be up all 
night. Only for this I would have 
been one of a number who volunteered 
to go to a certain town where a large 
number of French refugees are gather- 
ed and are destitute and nothing to 
eat. Some of the Y.M.C.A. are away 
over to-night to help fix them up and 
give them coffee and such like. I 
would have gone most gladly on such a 
mission. Well, I must away to my 
duty and finish this again (Monday 
evening). Well, I put in my night on 
guard and a chilly night it was. There 
was a great deal of artillery firing go- 
ing on all night. The sky was luried 
with gun flashes. We haven't heard 
what was going on. Today has been 
cold and windy again. The guns are 
very busy to the north of us as I write. 
It will surely be a great relief to the in- 
habitants of this globe when the last 
shot of this war is fired, but that may 
be a long time yet.”

ONE MILLION SLAV 
PRISONERS DYING 


HALF OF THE RUSSIANS HELD IN 
GERMANY ARE IN THE LAST 
STAGES OF TUBERCULOSIS. 


——— 


Moscow May 23.—One_ million of 
3,100,000 Russian war prisoners held 
in Germany and Austro-Hungary are 
total invalides. In Germany there are 
1,900,000 and in Austria 1,200,000. 
Half of the invalids are tubercular, 
most of them in the last stages of that 
plague. Many of the remainder are 
suffering from other serious contagi- 
ous diseases. 

Their return to Russia under pres- 
ent conditions is a great problem on 
account of the lack of food, proper ac- 
commodations and medical assistance, 
the change of invalids has been going 
on for some time. 

A mixed commission of Germans 
and Russians is now arranging for the 
exchange of able bodied prisoners. 
Petrograd and Moscow are to be the 
clearing centres with other places to 
be designated later.

RACE TWIXT-WILSON 
AND VON HINDENBURG 
SAYS LLOYD GEORGE 


BRITISH PREMIER MORE CONFI- 
DENT THAN EVER BEFORE 
OF THE PROSPECTS OF 

° THE ENTENTE. 


Edinburgh, Many 24.—“We are on 
the eve of a great German attack,” 
said Premier Lloyd George, in an ad- 


ing the freedom of the city. “Those 
who know best what the prospects are 
feel most confident about the result.” 

Speaking of the time necessary for 
the United States to prepare for full 
participation in the war, the premier 
said that, after all her exertion, Amer- 
ica at the present time did not have 


what was equivalent to one-fifth of 
the fighting strength which the enemy 
had received owing to the collapse of 
Russia. He added that it took time 
to train and equip armies and that 
American help could not be reckoned 
on for some time. 

The premier's. statements about the 
submarines were most optimistic. He 
said that in April the output for the 
first time exceeded the losses. 

“For the Germans, as well as for us, 
the next few weeks will be a race be- 
tween Hindenburg and President Wil- 
son,” said Mr. Lloyd Georgg. “The 
Germans are straining every muscle 
to reach the goal on the eve of Amer- 
ican help becoming a help for the 
allies. : 

“I can honestly say,” the premier de- 
clared, “that the government has neg- 
lected no possible means of finding 
out whether there is any honorable 
outlet out of this war, its horrors and 
brutalities.” 

The premier was received 
great enthusiasm, the people 
and cheering again and again. 


TWO ADVERSE CIRCUMSTANCES 


Since he had taken office, he said, 
Great Britain and her allfes have been 
forced to deal with two adverse cir- 
cumstances. The collapseofRussia had 
been of enormous help to the enemy 
at a time when the man power of all 
the belligerents was almost at break- 
ing point. The other was the devel- 
opment of unrestricted submarine 
warfare—a perfectly unexampled pro- 
ceeding which the allies had no right 
to expect even from Germany. In the 
whole history of piracy, he remarked, 
there was no example of conduct like 
that. 

Lloyd George read a report he had 
just received from the admiralty in 
which it was said: “As regards the 
meeting of the enemy submarines, 
that is going on satisfactorily.” 

That, said the premier, had been 
the official language since the begin- 
ning of the year. The naval staff was 
confident that the allied navies were 
sinking more submarines than the 
enemy was able to build. As a means 
of inflicting injury, the submarine was 
still formidable, but as a danger which 
might mean the winning of the war, 
he declared, the allies could rule it 
out. Not only were submarines be- 
ing sunk faster than the Germans 
could build them, but the allies as a 
whole were constructing merchant 
ships faster than the Germans could 
destroy them. 


HAPPY AT PROSPECT. 


Mr.Lloyd George said he felt hap- 
pier than at any other time during 
the war at the prospects of making 
the most effective use of the whole 
forces of the allfance. 

“We are dealing with a ruthless 
Prussian despotism that is out for 
plunder, loot, and pillage,” the’ premier 
said. “Treaties restrain them just as 
little today as in the day of Belgium. 
They do not intend to bring the war 
to an end until their basket is as full 
as it can hold.” : 

From the data at present available, 
the premier told his hearers, the ad- 
miralty was of the opinion that in 
the month of April a record had been 
made in the destruction of enemy sub- 
marines.

The Young People’s Society of the 
Knox Church did something that was 
creditable to themselves when they 
decided to put up a tablet in memory 
of their late president, Sergt. Geo. K.

In an 
appropriate address, Mrs. J. M. McKay 
president of the Y.P.S. presented the 
tablet to the church, and on behalf of 
the young people, unveiled it. Mr. W. 
R. Ellenwood, clerk of the session, re- 
ceived it on behalf of the church. 
Both addresses were much appreci- 
ated, as they recalled the life and 
work of one who had _ been a true 
soldier of King and Country, and a 
true soldier of the King of Kings.

MILITARY SERVICE ACT, 1917 


PUBLIC NOTICE is hereby given that, by 
the effect of the regulations of the Gover- 
nor General of Canada in Council of the 20th 
of April, 1918, and the Proclamation of 4th 
May, 1918, recently published, every male 
British subject resident in Canada, born on or 
since the 13th of -October, 1897, who has 
attained or shall attain the age of 19 years and 
who is unmarried or a widower without children 
must, (unless he is within one of the classes of 
persons mentioned in the schedule of Excep- 
tions to the Military Service Act) report as 
hereinafter directed on or before the Ist day of 
June, 1918, or within ten days after his 19th 
birthday, whichever date shall be the latter. 


Such report must be in writing and must give his 
name in full, the date of his birth and his place of resi- 
dence and also his usual post office address.

The report must be addressed to the Registrar or 

Deputy Registrar under the Military Service Act of the 

Registration District in which he resides (see below). and 

shall be sent, by registered post, for which no Canada 
postage is required. 


Young men so reporting will not be placed on active 
service till further notice. They must, however, notify 
the appropriate Registrar or Deputy Registrar of any 
change of residence or address. 


Oneceipt of the report an identification card will be 
forwarded by the Registrar which will protect the bearer 
from'arrest. 


_ 4Punctual compliance with these requirements is of 
“great importance to those affected. Failure to report 
within the time limited will expose the delinquent to severe 
penalties and will in addition render him liable to 
immediate apprehension for Military Service.

LIGENSING DIVISION: OF - 
~ CANADA FOOD BOARD 


If you .were to spend half a day. in 
the Licensing Division of the Canada 
Food Board you would come to the 
conclusion that something bigger than 
you had dreamed of is going in just 
there—something that is upsetting old 
standards and imperceptibly revolu- 
tionizing the trade of Canada. The 
results will not be apparent in a day. 
The undertaking is immense but every 
week sees fresh strides being made 
and dealers of all kinds and degrees 
being brought into line. One of these 
days the people of Canada will waken 
up rub their eyes and wonder that so 
much has been happening without 
their knowledge. be atin. te 

Dealers know about it. They are 
the people concerned. But they 
starcely realize how much trouble is 
entailed by the mistakes they make in 
filling in their license forms. Perhaps 
a little explanation will serve to show 
them that the intelligent handling 
of an application blank will make 
things very much more satisfactory, 
both for the officials of the Canada 
Food Board and for themselves. 


THOUSANDS NOW UNDER 
LICENSE 


There is nothing stationary about 
the Licensing Division. Just picture 
it! Up to date something like 125,000 
application forms have been sent out. 
The returns are coming in every day. 
On an average 900 are handled in one 
day, but the figure has been known to 
go as high as 1400. Already over 25,- 
000 licenses have gone out, covering 
retail and wholesale grocers, whole- 
sale fish deéalers, bakers, wholesale 
produce dealers, fruit and vegetable 
dealers, millers and cereal manufac- 
turers. During a recent week 40,000 
application forms were sent out to the 
public eating places of Canada. This 
spells a further deluge of returns. 
You could scarcely imagine a busier 
office. Everything has to be minutely 
checked. There is no let up to the 
work. 

There are people who whine about 
this licensing system just as they 
whine about every other kind of leg- 
islation, saying that the fee is going to 


come out of their pockets after all.. 


This is ridiculous. The licensing fee 
is merely nominal in the case of small 
businesses, but when multiplied by 
tens of thousands, while affecting the 
consumer not at all because of the 
wide distribution of area, it is a source 
of revenue for the Canada Food Board 
sufficient to cover current expenses. 


COMPREHENSIVE TRADE DIREC- 
TORY. 


In lining up the trades, the Food 
Board is compiling what will yet be 
the most comprehensive trade direc- 
tory existing in Canada. The lists 
have been drawn from every reliable 
source, but the best so far has only 
been 60 per cent complete. Now, 
through the wide-spread publicity 
given to the order requiring that all 
dealers be licensed, hundreds are 
writing in of their own accord for 
license forms, tradesmen who are not 
listed anywhere and never would be 
listed but by some such scheme as the 
Board has projected. 

It is a curious fact, but true, that 
people baulk at filling in forms and 
usually manage to make a mess of it 
into the bargain. Even the most 
cursory glance over the license appli- 
cation forms received at the offices of 
the Canada Food Board would con- 
vince one of this. Indeed, one official 
declared that thirty per cent of the 
labor spent on the licenses could be 
saved if the forms were intelligently 
filled in. There is nothing confusing 
about them. Name, street address 
and town or village; individual, part- 
nership or company; departmental 
store or co-operative association; an- 
nual turnover and the kind of dealer 
one is—that is all. The prospective 
licensee must have'his signature wit- 
nessed by a Justice of the Peace. 
Otherwise, it is invalid. 

One of the favorite mistakes is to 
fill in the form and forget about the 
fee. Then, remembering his mistake, 
the fee may come drifting in from the 
applicant several days after the form, 
and getting the two joined together 
again is quite an undertaking. 

It would be a real boon to those 
who have to handle the licenses if 
‘everyone would bear in mind the fact 
that the fee and the filled in form 
should come together and that all 
cheques should be made payable at 
par at Ottawa. Otherwise, exchange 
has to be paid on the cheque. The 
Food Board has been compelled to 
announce that when remittances are 
made by cheques and the latter are 
not payable at par at Ottawa, they 
will be returned. This, of course, will 
mean delay in the applicant securing 
a license and he must still take the 
full responsibility if he operates with- 
out a license after the date when a 
license is required. 

Then there is the dealer who does 
not seem to know what his business 
is. Instead of putting a cross oppos- 
ite his particular trade he puts cros- 
ses opposite them all. Perhaps he 
sells dairy produce and vegetables, 
and flour products and poultry. What

Finally the man who handles that 
form has to exercise a great deal of 
perspicacity to decide just: what kind 
of a license that. man should have. 
And so it goes? It would take the 
patience of Job -and the wisdom of 
Solomon to handle them all satisfact- 
orily. It is a common thing to receive 
forms sans name, sans street address, 
sans town or village—in fact, sans ev- 
ery thing except the fee. Once in a 
while a signature in Jewish hierogly- 
phics drift in, or somebody owns to 
having a name and a street, but where, 
oh where, in all Canada? Girls wend 
their.way through Dunn’s on the slen- 
derest clues, but alas! often to no 
avail. Tom Jones seems to think that 
because he lives in Canada it will be 
easy to send him a,license. Adam 
Black lives on Pine Street, it doesn’t 
matter where. The Food Board should 
know whether its Montreal, or Glen- 
garry or Timbuctodo. 


JUSTICE OF THE PEACH IS 
NEEDED. 


At least a third of the forms come 
back without having been corroborat- 
ed by a J.P. All this means a waste 
of time and the duplication of labor, 
for'these forms have to go back a 
second time. 

Other people write from places that 
cannot be found in the directory. One 
man, who probably did not realize how 
funny he was, wrote in as. follows: 
“This is a place with a population of 
144 people. There are three stores, 
but only enough inhabitants to keep 
one going. I run the post office, and 
besides I’m the first to return my ap- 
plication form. Please send me a Hi- 
cense but don’t let the other two have 
any.” 

No license no business is the new 
rule of Canada, so far as the trade in 
food is concerned. All that is neces- 
3ary is to read the form carefully and 
answer the simple questions to the 
best of one’s ability. It would simpli- 
fy matters greatly if all forms could 
be filled in by typewriter. None of 
the dealers themselves have any con- 
ception of the needless work that their 
carelessness entails. If they had any 
idea of it, they would think twice be- 
fore they sent their forms back to the 
Food Board in the’ slip’shod fashion 
that many of them 13 ut present. 


BIG DECREASE IN SHIPS 
SUNK DURING APRIL 


TOTAL I8 HARDLY MORE THAN 
ONE THIRD OF NUMBER A 
YEAR AGO. 


London, May 24.—The naval corres- 
pondent of the Daily News, analyzing 
the shipping losses for April, points 
out that the total of allied and neutral 
sinkings was hardly more than a third 
of that of a year ago, while there has 
not been any marked decrease in the 
shipping entering and clearing the 
ports of the United Kingdom. 


Although the effects of blocking the 
base at Zeebrugge and Ostend and the 
placing of the great new minefield in 
the North Sea are not yet known, the 
Germans in the whole first quarter of 
1918, the correspondent shows, sank 
little more shipping than they did last 
year in a single month, while the total 
losses for each quaricr from April, 
1917 up to the present have steadily 
fallen. 

“We are entirely justified in be- 
leving this improvement will continue 
and be progressive,” he writes. 

Discussing the recent statement by 
Admiral von Capelle, the head of the 
German Admiralty, that the number 
of German submarines had increased, 
the correspondent declares that the 
rate of destruction of U-boats has now 
passed the rate of construction, and 
he asks why, if the number has grown, 
an increased number: of U-boats is do- 
ing 80 much less damage. 


WHY FEWER SHIPS. 


The correspondent gives several 
reasons for the lower rate of sinkings. 
Among these is the convoy system. 
Another is the arming of merchant- 
men, while the increased number of 
destroyers, patrol boats, and seaplanes 
{s also a factor. Perhaps most impor- 
tant of all, he thinks, is the unification 
of command and methods in the Med- 
iterannean. He also points to the 
increased demoralization and _ poor 
training of the German crews. Admir- 
al von Capelle’s confident words, he 
declares, are falsified by facts. 

The correspondent. further asserts 
that the construction of new tonnage 
throughout the world has overtaken 
the rate of destruction, while the Brit- 
ish themselves are within a reason- 
able distance of the point where their 
own output in a month will exceed the 
month's total losses. 

The Daily News in an_ editorial 
draws a comparison between the eco- 
nomic conditions of the Allied and 
enemy countries, where the rations 
have been reduced, and says that, 
thanks largely “to the splendid and 
self-sacrificing efforts of America, 
the food problem of the Allies is 
merely, a problem of distribution. 

“The defeat of the submarine,” it 
adds, “is at last becoming a visible 
reality.”

DRASTIC DRAFT REGU- 
LATIONS PROMULGATED 
IN UNITED STATES 


BELIEVED WILL GO A LONG WAY 
IN SOLVING LABOR PROBLEM 
FOR FARMERS, SHIPBUILDERS 

AND MUNITION MAKERS ' 


Washington, D.C., May 23.—Every 
man of draft age must work or fight 
after July 1st, under a drastic amend- 
ment to the Selective Service regula. 
tluns announced today. by Provost, 
Marshal General Crowder. 

Not only. idlers, but all draft regis- 
trants engaged in what are held to be 
non-useful occupations, are to be bAled 
before local boards and given the 
thoice between new jobs or the army. 

Gamblers, race track and ‘bucket 
shop attendants, and fortune tellers 
head the list, but those who will be 
-eached by the new regulations also 
include waiters and bartenders, thea- 
tre ushers and attendants, passenger 
elevator operators and other attend- 
ants of clubs, hotels, stores, etc., do- 
mestics and clerks in stores. 


USEFUL EMPLOYMENT. 


Deferred classification granted on 
account of dependents will be disre- 
garded entirely in applying the rule. 
A man may be at the bottom of class 
one, or even in class four, but if he 
falls within the regulation and refuses 
‘to take useful employment, he will be 
given a new number in class one that 
will send him into military servics 
forth vith 

it has been known for some time 
that some form of work or fight »lan 
had been enbmitted to President Wil- 
son, but there has been no intimation 
that it was so far reaching in scope. 
Both the military officers and depart- 
ment of labor officials believe it will 
go a long way to solving the labor 
problem for farmers, shipbuilders and 
munition makers, and will end for the 
present at least, talk of conscription 
of labor. The announcement today 
gives a notice signifying that the list 
of non-useful occupations will be ex- 
tended from time to time, as necessity 
requires. 

Explaining the new regulation, Gen. 
Crowder said: 

“The war has, so far, disorganized 
the normal adjustment of industrial 
man-power as to prevent the enor- 
mous industrial output and national 
organization necessary to succeed. 


MAN-POWER ORGANIZATION. 


“There is a popular demand for or- 
ganization for man power but no direct 
draft could be imposed at present. 

“Steps to prohibit idleness and not 
effective occupation will be welcomed 
by our people. 

“We shall give the idlers and men 
not effectively employed their choice 
between military service and effective 
employment. Every man, in the draft 
age, at least, must work or fight.” 


AFFECTS SPORTS. 
Baseball players as well as jockeys, 
professional golfers and other  pro- 
fessional sportsmen, General Crow- 
der said today, will be affected by the 
regulations if strictly enforced. 
Theatrical performers were except- 
ed from the regulations at the direct- 
jon of Secretary of War Baker, who 
is said to feel that the people cannot 
do without all amusement in war 
time and that other amusements 
could be-dispensed with more readily.

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Concerning Flour 


In response to the many inquiries addressed 
to us relative to flour, we may say that the 
Food Control Board has made anew ruling 
whereby two important amendments. have 
been made to the recent order regarding 
hoarding of flour. The one provides that a 
bona-fide farmer, instead of returning sur- 
plus holdings of flour, report the same to 
the miller or dealer-from whom it was pur- 
chased or by whom it was milled, before 
June 15: The miller or dealer shall then 
report all such holdings to the Canada Food 
Board on special forms to be supplied by the 
government. The other amendment pro- 
vides that no person will be required to re- 
turn any. part of one original package of 
flour if broken, although exceeding 25 
_ pounds. : 


These amendments are, the order states in 
explanation, intended to relieve the situa- 
tion among the farmers, many of whom 
have laid in large supplies on a co-operative 
basis.

PUBLIC C NOTICE 


CITY OF RE RED DEER 


In future the Motor Vehicles Act as 
relates to speeding, keeping on the 
right side of streets, turning corners, 
meeting and passing other cars, etc., 
twill be strictly enforced; also By-law 
No. 464 of the City of Red Deer, which 
prohibits a motor or other vehicle 
being left standing within 35 feet of 
a@ fire hydrant, within 20 feet of any 
street corner, or at a greater distance 
than one foot from the curb; or in any 
other position than parallel to the curb. 
On the approach of any of the appara- 
tus of the Fire Department the driver 
of any vehicle shall bring his vehicle 
immediately to a standstill as near as 
possible to the right hand curb, 
and keep such vehicle there at a 
standstill until such apparatus has en- 
tirely passed from the vicinity. 

Speed allowed in the City of Red 
Deer is one mile in three minutes on 
the streets, and one mile in six min- 
utes in turning a corner of an inter- 
secting street. No person operating 
a motor vehicle in any street shall 
operate such vehicle in such a manner 
‘that the same shall cross from one 
side of the street to the other side 
between intersecting streets. Vehicles 
must keep to the right side of the 
street, and in passing another vehicle 
pass on the left. 
must, be on the right side of the street 
facing the right direction, and not, 
more than one foot from the curb.

cholera, erysipelas, anthrax, bubonic, 
plague, rabies, polio-myelitis or cere- 
bro-spinal meningitis, he shall, within 
twelve hours give notice in writing to 
the local Board of Health, of which 
Dr. George is Medical Health Officer, 
and A. T. Stephenson, Secretary- 
Treasurer. 

Any householder failing to give not- 
ice as above will be liable to a fine of 
$50.00. 

In future this Act will be strictly 
enforced.
